The change of ownership of the lone and Eastern railroad 


under foreclosure ofa trust deed given to secure the payment 
of the bonds issued to provide 
funds 
for the construction 
of 


the road, ought to prove a decided benefit to the county. 
So 


far the road has been rather a disappointment 
from the view- 


point both of the stockholders and the public generally. 
The 


expected stimulus to the development of the resources of the 
county has failed to materialize 
to any appreciable 
extent. 


The dividends did not flowiutofthe pockets of the stockholders 
as some of the over-sanguine 
promoters 
anticipated. 
The 


advantages 
to shippers and passengers 
in a big reduction, in 


freights and fares are yet in the future. But notwithstanding 
all this may be true, the extension of railroad facilities to the 
mineral belt—the populous center 
of the 
county —has been 


and stillis a decided 
benefit. 
Itis hoped that with the new 


ownership and careful management 
it willprove in the fu- 


ture a far more potent 
factor in the progress of the county 


than ithas inthe past. 
Nodoubt it was 
foreseen 
by those 


conversant withrailroad business, ifnot by the promoters of 
the enterprise, 
that a short-haul line, with such 
business 


as the road was likely to command, could hardly be expected 
to be a money-maker. 
The operating force necessary 
to run 


a road thirteen miles in length 
would almost suffice to meet 


the requirements 
ofa road three or four times that length of 


mileage. 
The long-talked-of extension 
of the road 
to the 


timber belt—some thirty miles beyond the present terminus 
—willperhaps 
assume 
a tangible 
shape 
ere long. 
There is 


a vast storehouse 
of wealth \n\ virgin "forests 
of spruce 
and 


pine that cover the mountain slopes of that undeveloped 
re- 


gion. 
The lumber cannot be marketed 
now owing 
to the 


prohibitive cost of transportion. 
But witha railroad the lum- 


bermen would get to work with sawmills and shingle mills, 
and transform those 
wooded 
solitudes into a hive of human 


industry, 
at the 
same 
time affording ample employment 


for the railroad in the transportation 
of the product. 
Outside 


of its timber, the eastern section is no doubt rich in other re- 
sources —mineral 
and agricultural —awaiting the advent of 


cheap and rapid transportion 
to quicken into active opera- 


tion, and laying the foundation 
of permanent industries 
to 


support 
the railroad in the event bf a failure of the timber 


supply. 
At any rate, the people hail the 
change of owner- 


ship ofthe little steam railroad, believing that it clears 
the 


way for such an extension of that railroad that holds out the 
promise of placing iton a solid -business 
basis, and 
at the 


same time open up the eastern 
half of the county to active 


development of its varied resources.

lous portions of the county Is as genial 
and healthful as can be found anywhere 
InCalifornia. 
As climate Is one.of the 


most valuablo 
assets of this favored 


state Inattracting population, Amador 
stands second 
to no county In this re- 


gard. Itshould, 
and no doubt willIn 


time, when its climatic advantages 
are 


moro thoroughly understood

preciated, become a health resort

Fogs are rare, cy- 


clones are unknown, thunderstorms 
are 


infrequent. 


Gold Mining.—Tbe county, although 


rich inother sources 
of wealth, com- 


paratively 
untouched, is noted prin- 


cipally for her quartz 
mines. 
The 


deepest gold mines in America tire lo- 
cated hero. 
The Kennedy mine is now 


taking gold in liboral quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below tho surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Since tho dis- 


covery of gold, the county has contrib- 
uted fully 8100,000000 
to tho world's 


supply of the precious 
metal. 
The 


mines are stillyielding at the rate of 
about 
two million dollars annually. 


Nearly all of this wealthis produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
iscalled the "mother lode,"sketching 
clear across the county Ina north-east- 
erly 
direction a distance 
of twenty 


miles. 
The mines aggregate between 


400 and 500 stamps, 
and furnish em- 


ployment for over 1000 miners. 
This 


industry is still In its infancy. 
The 


unexplored 
territory, oven along the 


main gold bolt,is far in excess 
of 


ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected.

day one of the most inviting fields to

The stock in the general merchan­ 
dise store of L. J. Glavlunvlch has 
been purchased by Joe. Gluckfold. 
The price according (o ntreet talk is 
8(1100, 
1’he creditors have been look­ 
ing Into the nilnlre of the merchant 
for the past, week; the board of trado 
bail its representative here, h íh o some 
eastern firms,were personally repre­ 
sented. They were satisfied that the 
valuó ot tho stock was considerably 
in excess of Ids liabilities. 
But of 
course it was cash they wanted, and 
this was not to be had. 
So he was 
given an opportunity to endeavor to 
sell the stock as n whole. 
This ho 
effected through Mr Gluokfeld, who 
buys, everyhing in tho store in the 
shape ot stock and fixtures. The salo 
dues not include tho book debts, 
horses nnd wagons. A few days will 


I i i i v o to elapse before tho deal can he 
consummated and the purchaser take 
charge. 
Mr Gluckfeld has bought 
the stock as a speculation. 
It is 
variously estimated to invoice from 
810.000 to 812,000, and Jh mostly good 
salable stock. 
llio 
liabilities of 
Glavinovich are estimntod at from 
88.000 to 89,0UC. The heaviest creditor 
is S. G. Hpaguoli, 
Glaviuovioh’s 
father-in-law. 
lie telegraphed up 
here from Point Richmond that the 
creditors need not take his claim into 
consideration in effecting a settle 
inont. 
In other wjords whatever sum 
was receive from the stock could ho 
distributed ilrst to the payment of 
other creditors, nnd the balance, if 
any turned over to tho debtor. 
There is little doubt that tho snle 
will go through. 
An idea prevails 
that Mr Gluckfeld will move from 
his present quarters into the Glavino­ 
vich premises. 
There is nothing 
settled on this point. 
He will at 
otico have a big sale nnd dispose of 
the Glavinovich stock first. 
In any 
eveut 
he will 
not continue the 
grocery and provision line. 
Later—While the situation stood as 
above Wednesday, on Thursday morn 
ing tho negotiations wore declared 
oil.

gasoline lay safely in an underground 
reservoir beneath ruins burning for 
24 hours. 
In the Ponlsen wireless telephony, 
adopted by the German Wireless 
Telegraph Co., speech is received by 
placing in tbe ordinary telephonic 
circuit a Echol milch 
electrolytio 
detector, comprising a vessel of 
dilute sulphuric acid with two elec 
trodes, the negative with a very Hue 
point. The smallness of tbe negative 
and its film of hydrogen bubbles 
from electrolysis make tbe normal 
resistance of tbe detector cell very 
high.

in manufacture, a metal 
core has the strengthening steel wires 
or rods attached to it, and as it is 
rotated and gradually passed out [of 
the machine, a small conveyor belt 
wraps spirally around it, under great 
pressure, a layer of concrete and a 
buudage of cloth. 
After the concrete 
is given a little tim e to harden, the 
core is withdrawn and the bandage 
removed. Foies 4U feet long are ex 
tremely light —the shell being 1 to 2 
inches thick —yet as strong as iron 
poles, and for carrying telegraph and 
other electric wires they uie cheaper 
than iron and even wood, while they 
are superior in appearance and dur­ 
ability.

The world’s greatest river is located 
by Frof. Mudd iu Australia. Peculiar 
geological conditions lead much of 
the water of this continent under­ 
ground, uud he estimates that a groat 
subterranean river llowiug through 
the center is us much us 20U miles 
wide. 
The light of Massachusetts against 
the gypsy uud brown-tali moths bus 
beeu goiugjou for years, aud large 
sums nave beeu expouded fur spray 
iug trees, destroying eggs, aud experi­ 
menting with moth-parasites. 
These 
methods, 
however, 
have proven 
clumsy uud iueiliuiuut. 
They have 
emphasized the need of u reul uud 
economical extenuiuutor, aud this 
loug-sougbt boon seems to have been 


discovered at last, in the remarkable 
electric light 
trap reported from 
Zlttau, Bnxony. 
Thin apparatus In 
portable form should he ablo to free a 
large area from pests of moths and 
caterpillars at comparatively small 
cost. The trap Includes two powerfnl 
aearch lights, and these are arranged 
over powerful exhaust tans, which 
snok the air into a deep receptacle. 
In the first trail, the trnp has hsen 
placod nt the top of the municipal 
electric station. 
The reflectors at 
night, thrqw two great streams of 
light upon the wooded mountain 
sides a half mile away, and the effect 
has beeu amazing. Lured along the 
grent white ways, the moths have 
ootne In fluttering armies. At a cer­ 
tain distance from the reflectors, the 
draught tiom the fans catches the 
dazed victims, which are then whirl­ 
ed into tbo pit beneath. 
The first, 
night’s natch of three tons should 
mark a new era. 
With tho coal consumption of the 
United States grown to more than 
10O,UU0,()0U tons annually, tho use of 
coal in the last ten years having been 
more than [In tho preceding century, 
it is humiliating and appalling to re­ 
flect that less than five per cent of 
the totul heat value is converted into 
useful work. The best power plants 
utilize only ten per cent of the energy 
of the fuel, locomotives only three to 
five per cent, and electric incande­ 
scent lamps only one-seventh of one 
per cent. Jo reduco this enormous 
waste is one of ttie great engineering 
problems. 
Nearly 2,000,000 horse 
power of tbe waste is represented by 
gas from blast furnaces, aud this loss 
is now being lessened by installations 
of gas engines.

He was a Georgia boy 
anil evidently the child of decent, well 
bred people.

“One day while in tho act of taking 
a drink in a saloon in Tombstone some 
one whispered in his ear that an ene­ 
my was waiting just outside with a 
.Winchester and swearing to kill him 
the moment he emerged from the bar­ 
room. 
Putting down his untouched 
liquor, Leslie walked to the door, 
whipped out ids revolver and sent a 
bullet crashing into tbo brain of the 
intending murderer, who never even 
got his rifle presented. It was the 
most quickly acted drama I ever snw. 
As soon as he watched his man fall 
prone to the earth Leslie walked bnck 
as cool as if it were the most trilling 
detail of life nnd leisurely sipped bis 
cocktail. 
“I wns his lawyer when he was put 
to trial for his life, and the jury ac 
quitted him after being out only a few 
minutes.”—Baltimore American.

On the 
outbreak of tbe Crimean war he served 
as a volunteer iu Omar Paslia’s army 
against Russia and finally received a 
commission in the British transport 
service. It was while buying horses 
for the British army at Budapest in 
185.5 that the general was seized by 
the Austrians as a deserter and sen­ 
tenced to death. But both the British 
nnd French governments made such 
emphatic protests against this sentence 
thnt it was commuted to banishment. 
Finally the old soldier settled down In 
Paris.

T H E S T A T E TA X 
RATE. 


Although not officially announced, it is understood that 
the rate of taxation for state purposes this year will be 40 
cents on the $100. 
This is the lowest rate ever reached in 
the history of the state. The next lowest was last year, when 
the rate was 44]4 cents. 
Only ten times, all within the last 
twenty-five years, has the rate been under 50 cents. 
The 
highest state tax was in 1864, when $1.25 was levied to carry 
on the government. 
For the four years succeeding that year 
the rate was $1 01* over. 
But those were the days of inter- 
nicene war, and the reconstruction period immediately suc­ 
ceeding the appeal to arms. 
Extraordinary demands upon 
the federal governments in that crisis called for heavy requi­ 
sitions from the taxpayers, both for state and national pur­ 
poses. 
The low rate for this year speaks well for the present man­ 
agement of state affairs. 
There has been a gratifying in­ 
crease in the assessment roll, amounting, as compared with 
the previous year, to one hundred and nine million dollars- 
While taxable property has increased in the ratio of a little 
over five per cent, the tax rate has decreased about nine per 
cent. 
A few wise laws of recent years have helped the state’s 
finances materially. Chief of these is the sale of all property 
for delinquent taxes to the state, instead of allowing private 
parties to purchase the pick of it for the amount of taxes and 
costs. 
This law has diverted many thousands of dollars 
every year into state and county treasuries that theretofore 
had flowed into the pockets of individuals. 
Then again, the 
corporation license tax, and later still, the hunters’ license 
law, have pioved effective revenue getters. 
A few wise changes in the laws would speedily bring about 
a like reduction in the tax rate for county purposes. 
The 
arbitrary boosting of the assessment roll without any corre­ 
sponding rise in actual values, has been tried and found 
wanting. 
These spurious reforms have accentuated the tax­ 
payers’ troubles. But if some genuine statesman would come 
along and knock the insanity features out of the road law, 
and also revise the fee schedules of the superior court and 
all county officials, it would work wonders in relieving the 
burdens of local taxation. 


S. Peury, the democratic candidate for assemblyman in 
Sacramento, is having a strenuous time. 
The Bee charges 
that he was mixed up in some shady transactions in connec­ 
tion with certain filings on public laud, and that his name 
should be taken off the ticket. 
The Union also joins in the 
fight. 
Peury, however, refuses to be forced off the ticket un­ 
der fire, and says the charges are false, and prompted by ul­ 
terior motives. According to published accounts he launched 
out upon a tirade of the newspapers at the special democratic 
convention held this week to nominate a senator in place of 
Judge McLaughlin, who could not be persuaded to make the 
running. 
Among other things he is reported to have made 
the following astounding break, according to the UnionJ: 
If I am elected to the legislature I will never vote 
to curtail the liberty of the press, but ever}'' lying 
newspaper man who attacks any man, or the sacred 
precincts of his home and family, should be dealt 
with, and the man who takes the life of such a 
newspaper man would be justified in his act. 
It is hardly believeable that Penry .would be so indiscreet 
as to give voice in a public gathering to such sentiments. 
If 
lie did so in the excitement of the occasion, he must surely 
repudiate them in his calmer moments. 
Politics must be 
getting a little torrid in the capital city. 


W« again remind our readers that registration, so far as it 
entitles a man to vote at the coming election, closes 011 the 
23d of September. 
It is incumbent upon every citizen to 
re-register this year, and if he fails to do so on or before the 
above-mentioned date, lie will lose his vote. 
Every voter not 
already 011 the new great register should attend to this im­ 
portant duty without delay, by appearing before the county 
clerk or one of his deputies in the various precincts, and 
making the necessary affidavit. 
Registration is progressing 
very slowly, and voters will have to get a move on soon or 
there will a shrinkage in the number of ballots cast. 


Byran lias formulated his campaign phrase “Let the people 
rule,” implying that under existing conditions the people do 
not rule. 
Taft gets back with the statement that “ the people 
do rule.” Paradoxical as it may seem, both statements are in 
a measure correct. 
There is a good deal of the demagogue 
about the Nebraskan’s visionary theories. 
They are put for­ 
ward in the same spirit as the Denver platform upon which 
he stands was framed. 
He wants to tickle the popular ear, 
hoping thereby to gather in a few scattering votes. 
He 
knows full well that if he were president the people would 
not rule to any greater extent than they do now, ntwithstand- 
iug his advocacy of the impracticable initiative and referen­ 
dum. 
Taft takes a practical view. 
The people choose their 
lawmakers, and that is about the only way they can govern 
themselves. 
There may be, and doubtless always will be, 
some conditions that might not meet with popular approval 
if the people had the direct say in the matter. 


ANCIENT BABYLON. 


It W a s O n ly a V illa g e C o m p a re d W it h 
Modern London. 
Anolhor historical Helms horn nailed 
to the counter by tho German Oriental 
aorlely, which lias been engaged rc. 
centl.v In uncoverlns the ruins of an­ 
cient Babylon. 
In Its report, Just published, It states 
that practically the whole are a of 
the city has now been laid b are and 
the foundations of the Inclosing wall 
traced throughout ItR entire length. 
The spnee occupied b,v the city was 
barely one square tnlle as com pared 
with London's seventy, and the build­ 
ings w ere plain, unpretentious stru c­ 
tures of su n dried bricks. The fam ous 
wall w as about thirty feet high by 
four miles long and was pierced by 
four gates. 
H erodotus mnde tills same wnll fifty 
miles long and a hundred feet high, 
with 100 gates. 
But then th ese old 
historians were prone to exaggeration. 
They gave the world to understand, 
for Instancd, 
that the Colossus 
of 
Rhodes bestrode the harbor w ith its 
feet so wide apart that an hour’s hard 
rowing w as necessary In order to pass 
from one to the other. As n m a tte r of 
fact, th e statue was not a striding one*

Fompe.v’s pillar, fo r ex­ 
ample, would be dwarfed #if placed 
alongside the Nelson column.

bert memorial, erected in H yde park 
by Queen Victoria in memory of the 
prince consort, is larger and 
more 
splendid th a n the temple tomb built by 
Queen Artemisia at Halicarnassus in 
honor of her husband, Mnusolus.

score of Ninerehs couhl be contained 
within th e area of modern London, 
while th o palace of Cyrus, which we 
were gravely assured was cem ented 
with gold, was quite an ordinary edi­ 
fice by comparison with, say, th e new 
war office in Parliament street.—P e ar­ 
son’s Weekly.
